Josiah Stamp, British member 
the Dawes committee, declared last | 
night at the sixth annual dinner | 
of the American committee of the 
International Chamber of Com- 
merce held at the Mayflower hotel. 
Owen D. Young, chairman of the 
American committee and a mem- 
ber of the Dawes committee, who 
presided, in speaking of recon- 
struction in Europe, declared that 
the United States, as the foremost 
creditor nation of the world, can 
bring a wholesome readjustment 
of the world’s economic situation 
only by lessening many of the bar- 
riers that now stand in the way of 
debtor nations. 

Julius H. Barnes, former presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, declared that 
the failure to observe fundamental 
economic principles was responsible 
for the general strike in Great Brit- 
ain that now threatens to disrupt 
the economic foundation of the 
British empire. 


Touches on French Crisis. 


Sir Josiah Stamp, who is chair- 
man of the executive committee of 


to the international gathering, in 
speaking of the economic crisis that 
France is now facing, declared that 
her ‘“‘political system is ill adapted 
for such a delicate economic task,” 
and that her “underpaid administra- 
tion is not well equipped to com- 
plete the fiscal education of a 
traditionally reluctant taxpaying 
fraternity.”’ 

“The time when diplomacy alone 
plays the role of dictator to eco- 
nomic adjustment is past,”’ accord- 
ing to Sir Joseph. 

“The crying reed of Europe of 
the moment is that the artificial 
trade barriers should be broken 
down, and the economic necessities 
allowed to determine the flow of 
trade. The flow of capital is hind- 
ered by a great wall of double taxa- 
tion, a well nigh insoluble problem, 
so long as governments think only 
of budget difficulties and not of 
industrial prosperity.” 


Sees Great Opportunities. 


Owen D. Young, who recently re- 
turned from Europe, told the more 
than 500 guests present that the 
field of international business is 
now opened with opportunities of 
the world’s economic stabilization 
at stake. ° 

In speaking of the recent debt 
settlements and of the Dawes plan, 
Mr. Young declared that much of 
the publicity given the plan in 
American newspapers only served 
to create an undesirable situation 
in Europe.

Parachutes Save Lives of 
Majs. Geiger and Hickam 
at Langley Field. 


PILOTS JUMP 3,000 FEET 


Parachutes saved the lives of 
Majs. Harold Geiger and Horace M. 
Hickam, army air service, yester- 
day afternoon, when their planes 
collided and were wrecked at a 
height of 3,000 feet over Langley 
field, Va. Majs. Geiger and Hick- 
am jumped from the planes and 
descended, neither suffering serious 
injury. 

They were flying two SE-5 planes, 
engaged in a problem of pursuit at- 
tack in -bombardment aviation 
when the collision occurred, accord- 
ing to word received at the office 
of the chief of air service from Maj. 
Oscar Westover, commanding offi- 
cer at Langley field. 

Both of the pilots are field offi- 
cers and have had considerable ex- 
Maj. 
Hickam was chief of the informa- 
tion division, office of the chief of 
air service, for four years, and is 
well known in this city. 

This is the second time an acci- 
dent similar to this has occurred, 
in which the filers were saved by 
parachutes. On March 6, 1925, 
planes piloted by two second lieu- 
tenant cadets collided in the air 
during maneuvers at Kelly field, 
Tex. Both were saved. 

In 1920, two officers at Ellington 


field, Tex., had a similar collision. 


in the air and both were killed in 
the fall, parachutes not having 
been developed at that time.

President Coolidge yesterday 
signed the annual District appro- 
priation bill, thereby making it a 
law. 

The measure carries appropria- 
tions totaling $33,918.571 for the 


conduct of the District government 
machinery for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. Of this total $9,- 
000,000 is to come out of the Fed- 
eral Treasury and the balance is to 
be derived from District revenues. 
The law restricts the amount which 
may be paid for school and park 
sites, increases water rates, pro- 
vides increased sums for street re- 
pairs, but does not provide the an- 
nual pro rata $4,000,000 needed to 
carry out the five-year school build- 
ing program.

Blanton Says Barnard’s 
Anger Attributable 
to Drinking. 


SHACKLING MEN WHO 
ESCAPED IS DEFENDED 


Committee Finds Occoquan 
on Whole Is Well Con- 
ducted Institution. 


Whether Superintendent M. M. 
Barnard’s anger over the surprise 
visit Saturday to the Occoquan 
workhouse of the House District 
subcommittee or the visitors’ tac- 
tics brought about an admittedly 
unwholesome situation from the 
standpoint of prison discipline, was 
debated at the committee meeting 
last night. 

Superintendent Barnard, assert- 
ing that the ill effects of the visit 
were felt over Sunday, declared that 
he had been called by one of his 
men and told that a “riot’’ was in 
progress. He said this was the first 
he knew of the subcommittee’s 
presence. 

Representative Gibson, chairman 
of the subcommittee, challenged 
his statement and told him that the 
superintendent was telephoned im- 
mediately after the subcommittee’s 
arrival. 

Says Riot Not Mentioned. 


“Your assistant telephoned you 
at my direction,’”’ said Mr. Gibson. 
“Tt stood by his side and no men- 
tion was made of a “‘riot.’’ Further- 
more we had not been there at that 
time more than five minutes.’ 

Representative Blanton, of Texas, 


‘told the superintendeat. that the 


committee. members’ had agreed 
after they left the institution that 
Mr. Barnard had -been drinking. 
Other members of the committee 
tacitly subscribed to Mr. Blanton’s 
statement. 

“We agreed,’’ Mr. Blanton said, 
“that your attitude would have 
been different had you not been 
drinking.’”’ 

“That’s where you are absolutely 
mistaken,’’ insisted the superinten- 
dent. 

“Will you deny that you had been 
drinking?’’ pressed Mr, Blanton. 


Denial Is Obscured. 


In the rapid exchange, which fre- 
quently found the superintendent 
pounding his fist on the table, it 
was not clear whether he actually de- 
nied that he ‘‘had been drinking’’ or 
whether it was a denial that this 
was responsible for his attitude. 

He kept telling Mr, Blanton that 
it was the manner in which the 
committee went about its work 
which he resented. Mr. Blanton in- 
sisted that nothing untoward hap- 
pened until the superintendent fol- 
lowed the committee members into 
his private office and sought to take 
them to task. Then voices were 
raised, presumably the voices of 
Mr. Blanton and the superintendent. 

The committee was inclined to 
deal sympathetically with the su- 
perintendent, however, and both 
Mr. Gibson and Mr. Blanton told 
him that on the whole, they found 
his institution in excellent condi- 
The one sore spot, they said, 
was the manner of shackling pris- 
oners who have escaped. The com- 
mittee members saw one colored 
prisoner whose chains had rubbed 
sores on his legs.

YOUNG DALTON WOUNDS 
MACHINE COMPANY HEAD 


Son of Late President of Firm 


Cincinnati Office. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, May 10 (By A. 
P.).—Harry Lansiedel, 45 years 
old, president of the Dalton Adding 
Machine Co., is in a hospital seri- 
ously wounded and Charles L. Dal- 
ton, 35 years old, former general 
manager of the concern, is dead as 
a result of a business argument in 
the former’s office late today. 

Dalton, stockholder in the con- 
cern, and son of the late James L. 
Dalton, former head of the com- 
pany, was reported by police to 
have shot lLansiedel and _ then 
turned the gun on himself. 

Business disagreements led Dal- 
ton to resign as general manager 
last fall, shortly before the death 
of his father.

Dalton, with a_ revolver 
gripped in his hand, died before a

COAL SHORTAGE CLOSES

Government Seizes Supply of 
Newsprint Paper Over Pro- 
rest in Commons. 


London, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
The first serious railroad accident 
since the beginning of the strike oc- 
curred today, causing four deaths 
and the serious injury of about 20 
others. 

At a point near Edinburgh a pas- 
senger train manned by a volunteer 
crew collided with a freight train. 
Three passengers were killed and a 
number hurt. Another accident oc- 
curred at Cambridge, one person 
being killed and two injured, A 
third occurred north of Newcastle, 
several persons being injured. 

The most serious disturbance 
thus far in the general strike, so 
far as casualties are concerned, oc- 
curred last night in Camden Towa 
(a section of London), where a 
crowd attacked a bus manned by 
volunteers. A government spokes- 
man today said 40 persons were 
sent to hospitals, and a number of 
arrests were made. 


Position Strengthened. °°: 


1 Both the government and the 
Trades Union Congress’ today con- 
tinued to rush up reserves and cone 
solidate their positions in the great 
labor battle. 

The government marshaled new 
forces of volunteers to keep trans- 
portation moving, formed additional 
bodies of constabulary to protect 
them and used troops and armored 
cars to bring food supplies from the 
docks.

benefits and against reprisals when 
the strike ends. 

These circles also expect that the 
full of the government measures 
aimed at countering and defeating 
the strike will be felt within the 
next few days.

King Not Intervening.

Demand Enforcement 
Be Stricter. 


‘ NONVOTERS CALLED 
'_ DISLOYAL TO NATION 


. Spreading of Wet Doctrines in 


Schools and Colleges 
Is Condemned. 


More rigid enforcement of the 
prohibition law, together with a de- 
huneiation of attempts to obtain 
“modification of the law, was con- 
‘tained in a resolution unanimously 


‘adopted by the Board of Methodist 
‘Episcopal Bishops, meeting in the 
‘Foundry Methodist Episcopal] 
‘church yesterday. 


' The bishops in their pronounce- 


‘ment called the propaganda of the 
wets ‘“‘astounding,’’ and asserted 


that the straw ballots on prohibi- 
tion and modification were mislead- 
ing and false. Instead, they pointed 
to the result of the recent primaries 
as more indicative of the real senti- 
mIment of the country on prohibition. 

Those who through apathy failed 
to régister their opinion on this 
subject at the polls were charged 
with disloyalty to their country. 
“In the last analysis,’’ the resolu- 
tion read, ‘‘this is a battle of the 
ballots. Silence in this regard is a 
species of disloyalty.’’ 


Haynes Among Sprakers. 


The resolution adopted was pro- 
posed by Bishop Joseph E. Berry, 
of Philadelphia, and Bishop Thomas 
Nicholson, of Detroit, president of 
the Antisaloon league. 

Previous to the adoption of the 
resolution, addresses were made by 
Clarence True Wilson, secretary of 
the board of temperance, prohibi- 
tion and public morals; Roy A. 
Haynes, prohibition commissioner 
of the Treasury, and _ Bishop 
Charles L. Meade, of Denver, Colo. 

All speakers pleaded for stricter 
enforcement and urged the church 
leaders to renew their vigilance in 
the cause of prohibition. 

“Wet” propaganda was con- 
demned in general and especially 
that said to be going in increasing 
quantities into the schools and col- 
leges, even the Methodist Episcopal 
colleges. 

Bishop H. Lester 
Helena, Mont., presided. 

The bishops at their meeting last 
night adopted a resolution offered 
by Bishop Theodore 8S. Henderson, 


of Cincinnati, Ohio, proposing that a 


committee be appointed to plan a 
program of education for world 
services and benevolences. The 
committee is to consist of seven 
bishops, four from abroad and three 
from this country. Appointments 
ts the committee will be made later. 

Assignments for the autumn con- 
ferences will be approved by the 
board of bishops at their closing 
mééting today.

IND TRAFIC CODE 
ILS PASSED VE 


Three District Measures and 
73 Others. Are Passed at 
Senate Session. 


UTILITIES VALUATION 
CHANGE IS APPROVED 


Blease Threatens Obstruction 
if Rules Amendment Is 
Objected To. 


The Senate last night passed 
three other District measures along 
with 73 others on its calendar. The 
mothers’ pension and traffic bills 
went over on objection. 

The bills passed provided for reg- 
ulation of the manufacture and sale 
of mattresses in the District, amend- 
the public utilities law to provide 
that costs of valuations must be 
paid by utilities companies and al- 
lowed them as an operating ex- 
pense, and established disciplinary 
machinery for the White House po- 
lice force. 

This brought the number of Dis- 
trict bills passed by the Senate yes- 
terday up to five, a bill for pay- 
ments of claims for overtime work 
in the Washington navy yard, and 
another authorizing a national ar- 
boretum in Anacostia, having been 
passed earlier in the day. 

The mother’s pension bill had 
been reached on the calendar 
earlier in the day and Senator 
Jones, of Washington, asked that 
it go over inasmuch as the pension 
bill passed by the House, embodying 
the New York plan to which Wash- 
ington residents object, was lower 
down on the calendar. When that 
measure was, reached last night 
several senators objected, as Sena- 
tor Capper, chairman of the Dis- 
trict committee, was absent because 
of the death of his wife. 

The ‘traffic bill was passed over 
at the request of Senator Jones, 
also. Senator King, of Utah, he 
said, wanted to offer amendments 
to it later and had promised that he 
would help expedite it. M. O. Eld- 
ridge, traffic director, and I. C. 
Moller, his assistant, were in the 
gallery at the time. 

Among the other measures passed 
was one authorizing the coinage 
of 50-cent pieces “in commemora- 
tion of the heroism of the fathers 
and mothers who traversed the 
Oregon trail.’’ The bill was passed 
without remarks while Ezra Meeker, 
96-year-old pioneer of the Oregon 
trail, smiled happily. He and his 
party left the gallery immediately 
afterwards. 

‘There was a brief flare-up soon 
after the night session began, when 
the Senate resolution amending the 
rules to permit a senator to tell 
how he voted in executive session 
was objected to. 

Senator Cole Bleasa, of South 
Carolina, declared: ‘‘If there is ob- 
jection to this bill, I’ll object to 
every other bill on the calendar.”’ 

‘“‘The senator won’t get very much 
that way,’’ Senator Caraway, of 
Arkansas, replied. 

“I don’t want anything. I’ve got 
plenty of money, good health and a 
seat in the United States Senate, and 
what the devil more could a man 
want?” Senator Blease replied. 

Senator Curtis, of Kansas, Re- 
publican leader, and others went 
over to Senator Blease. He had 
promised Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, Democratic leader, that he 
would not call the bill up for action 
until the latter had had time to 
file a report, Senator Curtis explain- 
ed. 

Senator Robinson has been ab- 
sent from the Senate floor more 
than any other Democratic leader, 
Senator Bleasé retorted. The flare- 
up ended with his declaration that 
“IT suppose I’ll have to be like other 
Democratic senators and vote with 
the Republicans and I'll withdraw 
my objection.’’ 

Providing an appropriation of 
$500,000 for the acquirement of 
needed land, a bill establishing a 
national arboretum on the Ana- 
costia flats was passed yesterday by 
the Senate. 


Provisions of Measure. 


The measure, favorably reported 
by Senator Ferris, of Michigan, pro- 
vides for the transfer by the Presi- 
dent to the jurisdiction of the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture any land be- 
longing to the United States along 
the Anacostia river, north of Ben- 
ning. bridge, and the purchase by 
the Secretary of other land along 
the river or within or adjacent to 
the District. The bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Pepper, of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The arboretum shall be under 
competent scientific direction and 
shall be administered separately 
from other Agricultural Depart- 
ment bureaus, but in such a marn- 
ner as to bring about the most ef- 
fective utilization of its facilities 
and discoveries, the measure pro- 
vides. 

Allowing claims of 319 persons, 
growing out of overtime work in 
the Washington navy yard, the Sen- 
ate —— the Copeland bill 

The District claims, for employ- 
ments beyond the legal eight-hour 
day, are divided into seven groups 
in the bill, which provides for pay- 
ment of similar claims of employes 
of other navy yards also.

comment did serve to confuse the 
minds of those for whom the plan 
was evolved. 

America is intensely interested 
in two major aspects of the present 
foreign situation, Mr. Barnes de- 
clared. 

“They are government interfer- 
ence with the flow of commodities 
in response to.the attraction of 
supply and demand, and the at- 
tempts of other countries, anxious 
for entry into the great markets of 
America, to raise the question of 
national protective tariff as a trade 
barrier,” he said. 


Will Bring Protest. 


Mature study and reflection will 
harden American purpose to protest 
against rigid government control of 
the flexible streams of commerce, 
such as in the case of British colony 
rubber, and other commodities of 
commerce, he stated. 

Mr. Barnes declared America can 
not permit without protest the fix- 
ing of supplies on the basis of price. 

British mine owners sought last 
year to avert the present crisis 
brought about in England by its 
striking miners, Sir Josiah declared, 
by a wage adjustment. 

Amalgamation of the British 
coal industry will be brought about, 
he predicited, but it will take sev- 
eral years. An outlay of approxi- 
mately $120,000,000 by the British 
government, which would have been 
necessary to avert the presént crisis, 
would have been small when com- 
paréd to the present situation, he 
added. . 

Infinite patience is needed to 
bring about a readjustment of in- 
dustry in England and elsewhere, 
Sir Josiah believes. Common sense 
bows to the inevitable, he said, and 
if the people of the world only 
make use of it, readjustment of the 
world’s economic situation on a 
stable basis will be accomplished. 


Principles Bearing Fruit. 


The principles of a@ sound eco- 
nomic policy necessary to firm re- 
adjustment, as declared three years 
ago at the meeting in Rome of the 
international chamber of com- 
Merce, ate now bearing fruit, ac- 
cording to Mr. Barnes. 

At that time the American dele- 
gation indorsed the principles of 
a policy providing for the adoption 
of every invention and mechanical 
device that enlarges production, the 
elimination of restrictions on in- 
dividual output, the stimulation 
of individual effort by relative 
wages based on performance, and 
the superiority of private owner- 
Ship and operation over State 
ownership and operation. 

This simple code, in yéars to 
come, will achieve for the inter- 
national chamber the same merited 
recognition in the formation of 
sound public opinion as the recon- 
struction declaration, Mr. Barnes 
declared. Furthermore, he added, 
the international chamber is now 
at work on @ preliminary study of 
the question of trade barriers which 
will be discussed prominently at 
ee} conference next year at Stock- 

olm.

Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, na- 
tional president, said the aim of the 
party is the establishment of 
equality between the sexes, not 
not only nationally, but interna- 
tionally. Advancement of this 
‘‘cause”’’ so that women of the pres- 
ent generation could, ‘“‘for the first 
time in history, exercise full con- 
trol over their own lives, and equal 
control over the administration of 
the world,” should be possible, she 
said.

Aided His Own Defeat. 


Despite the fact that a majority 
of the delegates had gone to St. 
Louis determined to repudiate the 
free silver policy of William Jen- 
nings Bryan when he ran against 
MéKinley in 1896, many political 
historians today agree that Judge 
Parker himself was responsible for 
much of the party confusion which 
in a large measure precipitated his 
defeat. 

His deep silence through the 
most critical and trying weeks of 
the preconvention round-up, when 
the nomination was conceded to be 
any man’s plum, had left his sup- 
porters and the platform committee 
in a condition of extreme uncer- 
tainty, from which they attempted 
to emerge without reference to the 
burning currency problem. Having 
sailed past the currency derelict, 
the convention next turned its at- 
tention to the nomination, for which 
Judge Parker and William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, the publisher, were 
the chief contenders. On the final 
ballot Parker received 658 votes 
against 204 recorded for Hearst. 


Gold Standard Telegram. 


Then, as the delegates were pre- 
paring to adjourn, occurred one of 
the most startling events that ever 
rocked a national convention. Im- 
mediately upon receiving word that 
he had been selected to lead the 
party, Parker dispatched his famous 
“gold standard’’ telegram to St. 
Louis, in which he declared that 
the gold standard of money values 
was “firmly and irrevocably estab- 
lished,’’ therefore he would request 
the delegates to look elsewhere for 
a nominee if they did not agree with 
this view. 

The convention was ‘dumbfouna- 
ed. The ‘“‘silent’’ candidate had 
spoken, and in words that could not 
be misconstrued. A few of the 
leaders retained enough presence of 
mind to frame a hasty reply setting 
forth that the platform committee 
had not seen fit to concern itself 
with a currency plank, hence there 
was nothing in the candidate’s views 
which precluded his acceptance of 
the nomination. 

Parker's telegram was later de- 
scribed as the greatest voluntary 
political self-sacrifice ever made by 
an American statesman. When the 
lines were penned, no one knew bet- 
ter than their author that they 
would receive only mild support 
‘from the disaffected division of the | 
party, whereas they would hope- 
lessly alienate the radical element, 
including many powerful leaders. 
Yet he would not go before the peo- 
ple on a platform which contained 
measures contrary to his belief. 


Speech Decided Career. 
Alton Brooks Parker was born at 
Cortland, N. Y., May 14, 1852, the 
son of John Brooks and Harriet F. 
(Stratton) Parker. His education 
was obtained in the Cortland acade- 
my, the State Normal school at Cort- 
land, and the Albany Law school, 
from which he was graduated in 

1872 with the degree of LL. B.

President Coolidge ‘‘took under 
advisement” yesterday an invita- 
tion to attend the annual confer- 
ence of State governors, to be held 
in Cheyenne, Wyo., next month. It 
is certain, however, that an an- 
nouncement that he can not be 
present shortly will be issued from 
the executive offices. 

In declining this invitation, the 
Chief Executive will refuse to par- 
ticipate in what already promises 
to take on all of the characteristics 
of a ‘“‘Donnebrook Fair.’’ The con- 
ference, which is to be presided 
over by Gov. Ralph Brewster, of 
Maine, chairman of the executive 
committee, who carried the invita- 
tion to the White House, will bring 
into the open bitterness which now 
prevails between the Federal and 
many State governments. 

Gov. Brewster frankly said that 
the program for the meeting con- 
templates the ciscussion of two very 
important questions. They are: 

First—-The: alleged violation of 
rights of States by Washington and 
what steps, if any, shail be taken to 
prevent this. 

Second—The allegations continu- 
ally being made by officials of the 
Federal government that while Con- 
gress and the administration is sav- 
ing money through rigid economy, 
the various States are wasting it in 
unnecessary expenditures. 


To Draft Program Today. 


The Maine executive said that the 
details of the program will be 
worked out at a meeting in New 
York city today. He admitted that 
the feeling is growing among the 
heads of the various State govern- 
ments that the criticisms of im- 
proper extravagance fathered by 
Washington officials, and by many 
‘senators and representatives, is 
unfounded and that the time is at 
hand when the States themselves 
must stand up for what they feel 
is the truth. 

“It is true that there is much re- 
sentment among State officials on 
this subject,’’ said the Maine gover- 
‘nor, ‘and it is sure to be brought 
to the front ai our meeting in 
Cheyenne next month. It is a topic 
of vital interest, because with the 
Federal government arguing that it 
is cutting expenditures to the bone 
and suggesting that the real reason 
for the high cost of living is failure 
of the States to follow this lead, 
the people are anxious to know 
whether this is so. The Cheyenne 
meeting will discuss this problem, 
and it is possible that controversial 
facts will be developed here. 

“You will recall that last year, 
at our conference at Poland Springs, 
Gov. Smith, of New York, made an 
attack on the economy claims of 
the Federal government and cited 
figures which, he said, showed the 
waste in Washington was greater 
than in the majority of the States.” 

Gov. Brewster said that Gov. 
Smith has accepted an invitation to 
attend the Cheyenne meeting. Last 
year was the first time he ever had 
been present at one. Unusual in- 
terest was attached to this state- 
ment when it developed later that 
Gov. Ritchie, of Maryland, also in- 
tends to be on hand. This means 
that the two outstanding figures 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination two years from now— 
should the plan of the Democrats 
to make States’ rights the para- 
mount issue of the 1928 campaign 
carry through—will be present to 
expound their views and to assist in 
creating that issue. They will not 
be alone, however, as Gov. Vic Don- 
ahy, of Ohio, who also is looming 
on the Democratic political horizon 
as likely presidential timber, will 
be on hand.

Tlopes which Republican leaders 
have entertained for an adjourn- 
ment of Congress by the end of the 
month have apparently gone aglim- 
mering. It now looks as though 
the Senate would be engaged with 
legislation of major importance by 
this time next month with a drive 
on to complete the work of the ses- 
sion by June 19. If the House is 
through sooner, and it is confident- 


pleted its program by June 1, 
will mark time with three-day re- 
cesses while waiting upon the Sen- 
ate. Neither house of Congress can 
adjourn sine die without the con- 
sent of the other. 

With respect to the Senate, there 
is an accumulated amount of im- 
portant legislation which various 
sections of the country want dis- 
posed of, aside from the question of 


the French debt which Senator 
Smoot may. endeavor to drive 
through before adjournment. This 
matter will not come before the 
Senate or the House until the 
French parliament has acted and 
action in France can not be expect- 
ed until about June Y, as the parlia- 
ment does not meet until May 27. 
Provided the French parliament 
ratifies the agreement without un- 
due delay, the plan here is to ob- 
tain approval by the House here in 
short order and enable Senator 
Smoot to introduce the agreement 
into the Senate early in June. The 
expectation is that hearings held by 
the ways and means committee of 
the House will obviate the need of 
extended hearings by the Senate 
finance committee. °* 
Administration leaders figure 
that a week or ten days will suffice 
to exhaust the attacks which oppo- 
nents of the settlement will level 
against the agreement. 

Farm relief legislation may not 
niaterfalize at this session with in- 
dications of a collapse of all con- 
structive plans to aid the farmer. 
The prospects for disagreement in 
the House make it look as though 
the Senate would have no practical 
proposition to deal with, but sena- 
tors from agricultural States will 
nevertheless insist upon last min- 
ute efforts to aid the farmer, even 
though such efforts amount to noth- 
ing more than speeches for the 
Record. 

A survey of important bills so far 
unacted upon or in the process of 
completion shows enough work to 
keep the Senate busy throughout 
the summer. The question there- 
fore arises as to what measures 
must be sacrificed to provide time 
for the consideration of other 
measures. 

Bills to regulate the control of 

radio communication are demand- 
ing attention, but there are admin- 
istration and  antiadministration 
bills pending. The White Dill, 
which has passed the House, would 
place control in the hands of Secre- 
‘ary of Commerce Hoover. ., The 
Dill bill, reported by the Senate 
interstate commerce committee, 
creates a commission of five t6 con- 
trol radio, a proposition to which 
President Coolidge is opposed. 
Bills to increase the efficiency 
of aircraft in the army and navy 
have been expected to materialize. 
The bill for the army, based on the 
Morrow report, has been given a 
place of precedence by the Repub- 
lican steering committee, but there 
is no assurance that it will not be 
crowded by the shortage of time 
and prospects for the navy bill are 
not so good.. 


Coal Legislation. 


Then there is the Copeland coal 
bill, providing for the bureau of 
mines to investigate costs, wages, 
etc., and arranging for an emer- 
gency board to mediate in case of 
threatened strike, and for a fuel 
administrator in case of strike. The

Fight Against Vare. 


The chief interest in the Mellon 
announcement, however, lies in the 
fact that the administration is being 
projected into a primary fight for 
the first time. There is the modify- 
ing circumstance, of course, that 
Mr. Mellon is recognized as the 
head of an organization in Pennsyl- 
vania which is making the fight of 
its life to prevent the Vare group 
in Philadelphia capturing control of 
the State machinery. Indeed, it is 
assumed here that the Mellons are 
actually more interested in prevent- 
ing Vare from nominating his can- 
didate for the governorship, Beidle- 
man, than in nominating Pepper for 
the Senate. 

But the speech to be made by 
Mr. Mellon will come as though 
from a spokesman for the Presi- 
dent. It will appeal for Pepper’s 
renomination purely on his record 
in the Senate, where Pepper has 
consistently supported Administra- 
tion policies. 

It will be the strongest indorse- 
ment to be made on behalf, or ap- 
parently on behalf, of the President 
in any primary fight this year. It 
will be stronger than any indorse- 
ment gn the part of the administra- 
tion—with one notable exception—- 
even in the election campaign. 
That one exception is that the 
President himself will make one 
speech in Massachusetts in behalf 
of Senator Butler, who will have 
no trouble, it is thought now, in 
the primary, but who will have a 
hard fight against former Senator 
David I. Walsh, Democrat.

Reduction of the rate on tran- 
sient second-class mail matter-— 
newspapers, mailed by individuals, 


to 1 cent. 

Establishment of a 
more than 2 cents on return pos- 
tal cards sent out by business firms 
with the collection to be made after 
their return. 

Rearrangement of the special 
handling rate on parcel post pack- 
ages so that in place of the stan- 
dard 25 cents charge there will be 
a graduation, with a 15-cent rate 
for packages weighing not over 2 
pounds; 25 cents for packages 
weighing from 2 to 19 pounds, 
and 35 cents for packages over 10 
pounds. 

A penalty of 1 cent for each 
ounce on mail matter on which 
postage is short-paid more than one 
rate. 

While concurring in these 
changes, Senator McKellar (Demo-

Size Not a Question.

Many financial experts are worried 
over the effect that the general 
strike will have on the government’s 
ability to aid in carrying out the 
commission’s report, which would be 
a stupendous task, involving huge 
expenditures. 


Lady Mountbatten 
Is Frying Sausages 


London, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
Lady Louis Mountbatten, cousin of 


King George and famous for her 
fried sausages, has become the chief 
cook at the Hyde Park canteen for 
feeding men.in charge of the gov- 
ernment’s food distribution. Some 
600 transport workers sleep in the 
park in a circus tent, which in the 
daytime serves as a dining hall. 

Lady Mountbatten’s sausages and 
mashed potatoes have a popular call 
the first thing in the morning and 
all day long. The titled lady was 
awarded a diploma some years ago 
for cooking sausages in her partic- 
ularly original way. She and her 
helpers composed of society girls, 
debutantes and housewives, work 
on six-hour shifts. Lady Forbes 
has charge of cleaning and polishing 
the knives.

Trans*s Atlantic Passenger 
Traffic Is Maintained With 
Regularity. 


LINERS ARE NOT HELD UP 


London, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
trans-Atlantic passenger traffic to 
and from England is progressing 
regularly enough, notwithstanding 
the difficulties in the way of con- 
veying the travelers overland. 

It is hardly correct now to speak 
of an exodus of Americans from 
England as many, after the first 
flurry of anxious doubt, have ap- 
parently decided to remain and see 
the progress of the great struggle 
between capital and labor. 

The Americans are forming 
daily sight-seeing ‘parties, and all 
express themselves as impressed by 
the general patient cheerfulness of 
the British public in the hour of 
trial. 

The United States lines today 
sent 120 passengers by road to 
Southampton for the Leviathan, on 
which 1,200 persons are booked. 


The Leviathan sails tomorrow. 

The Atlantic transport § liner 
Minnekada is landing 300 passen- 
gers at Southampton instead of 
London today. They are due to ar- 
rive here tonight. 

The Cunarder Aquitania, bearing 
the American Walker cup golf 
team, is due at Southampton to- 
morrow afternoon. She starts her 
return voyage to New York Satur- 
day, and will probably take the 
first contingent of pilgrims for the 
Eucharistic congress in Chicago. 

Liverpool, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
Twenty-six vessels docked or sailed 
here over the week-end and 30 ves- 
sels were being loaded or discharg- 
ed at the Liverpool and Birken- 
head docks today.

TRAINS REACH GOALS 


EVEN IF MUCH LATE 


Side That Can Control the Foreign Visitors Can Leave 


Women Is Likely to Win, 
It Is Asserted. 


The women folks may decide the 
strike. The side that is eventually 
able to control the strikers’ wives 
will be the winner, in the opinion 


of many who see both the strike and 
government organizations for the 
relief of women and children con- 
ditioning themselves for a tug of 
war to the finish. 

‘‘When the mothers of the strik- 
ers’ children are convinced that the 
strike is wrong, it will end,’”’ said 
Commandant Mary Allen, general- 
issimo of the woman’s auxiliary, 
one of the largest of the women’s 
antistrike organizations. 

Her group, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Pankhurst, is arranging re- 
lief entertainment for the East End 
women, with the object of keeping 
them off the streets and away from 
agitators’ meetings. 

‘‘Wait a week and see what the 
labor women are doing,’’ is the chal- 
lenge of the strikers’ woman leader, 
Dr. Marion Phillips. 

The laborites refuse to concede 
that any appreciable number of 
strikers’ wives have gone over to 
the other side, while the leaders of 
the women’s organizations opposing 
the strike assert that hundreds have 
asked for work in these antistrike 
units and have been accepted. 


3 Speakers Arrested 
On Sedition Charges 


London, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
The authorities are not allowing 
speakers at public meetings to say 
exactly what they please. 

John Hedley, a communist, 
speaking at Merseyside Saturday 
night, was arrested on a charge of 
sedition under the emergency act. 

At Winlaton Mullin, Durham, 
two well-known local labor leaders, 
Will Lawther and Harry Bolton, 
were arrested under the same act 
and remanded without bail. 


King George Gives Up 
His Daily Horse Ride 


London, May 10 (By A, P.).— 
King George has given up his usual 
morning horseback ride during the 
strike crisis. He began taking gal- 


lops évery day or so more than a 
year ago on the recommendation of 
his physician after he had suffered 
from an attack of bronchitis which 
necessitated a cruise in the Medi- 
terranean. 

Instead of horseback riding, the 
king now takes a morning constitu- 
tional in the five-acre garden of 
Buckingham palace. He often walks 
alone, but frequently there are 
members of the government with 
him who desire to discuss the pres- 
ent situation and its developments.

The ‘‘tight little isle’? may be all 
tied up with the strike, but Ameri- 


cans who found themselves here 
when work stopped have ne diffi- 
culty in getting out if they really 
want to and are willing to take a 
bit of pot luck. Out of seven nor- 
mal channel services to France 
daily two—morning trains. for 
Dover-Calais and New .Haven- 
Dieppe—are making some sort of 
connections every day, while a 
third—night service—by way of 
Southampton-Havre, are operating 
in a more or less haphazard fash- 
ion thrice weekly. Nevertheless, 
with the assistance of the airways 
which are carrying hundreds daily, 
those desiring to depart can be 
cared for with something like the 
comfort of the prestrike days. 
That is to say, trains do start with- 
in a couple of hours or thereabouts 
of the scheduled time; meals are 
served, even if sometimes cold, and 
the trains do reach the ports. 

Once at the channel ports, the 
rest is easy, for the passengers’ lug- 
gage is handled expeditiously by 
volunteer crews, or by French rail- 
road porters.

Shipley, Yorkshire, England, May 
10 (By A. P.).—Police raided the 
communist club here Saturday and 
arrested seven men and one woman, 
who were later charged in court 
with contravention of the emer- 
gency regulations. They were re- 
leased on bail. 

The raiders seized many docu- 
ments, including one urging the for- 
mation of a workers’ defense corps 
and appealing to the soldiers, sail- 
ors and police to realize ‘‘their class 
positions’’ and take no action to de- 
feat ‘“‘their own class in the fight 
for decent, living.’’

Moscow Aid Hinted At. 


Then there was the ostentatious 


refusal of the strike committee to 
accept monetary contributions from 
Moscow. This was a mere camou- 
flage, as the following facts prove: 

In April, 1925, a deputation from 
the Russian bolsheviki visited Eng- 
land to confer With the Trades 
Union congress executive commit- 
tee. In the September following 
the Trades Union congress at 
Scarborough gave a great demon- 
stration to Tomsky, who is a mem- 
ber of inner circles of the soviet 
government and president of the 
Red labor unions. Tomsky made a 
speech in which he-said that in 
Russia they had exchanged war by 
resolution for war by force. Tom- 
sky was presented with a gold watch 
by the congress, and his wife with 
a pearl necklace. 

You may remember that Adam- 
ski, the proud representative of the 
United States at the conference, also 
received a gold watch. After the 
conference Hicks, now a member 
of the congress’ strike committee, 
wént to Russia with Tomsky to be- 
come an honorary member of the 
Moscow. soviet. He was sent to 
Hungary where the _ bolshevists 
could not go on their own behalf. 
When we remember that Hicks took 
part in the trade-unions negotia- 
tions with the British government, 
we need be no longer surprised by 
their failure. 


Predicted by Zinovieff. 


Ben Tillett, another member of 
the strike committee, also has been 
in Moscow and publitly stated that 
revolution was the only hope of the 
British workers. Further, Zinovieff 
at the congress of the Moscow in- 
ternationale predicted a coal strike 
in May, 1926, and added: ‘The 
conflict will be extremely serious 
and will create immense excite- 
ment. We note with pleasure that 
the revolution in Great Britain is 
on its way.” 

The internationale then made 
special arrangements ‘‘to assure a 
close union with the leaders of the 
ieft movement,” of which Cook was 
one, 

A noteworthy member of the: 
British government recently stated 
in the house of commons that the 
soviet had accumulated credits of 
£16,000,000 sterling in England. 
Need I point the obvious danger of 
such a yast sum under revolutionary 
control in London? These facts 
might serve as a warning to you 
in America of the danger of allow- 
ing the wooden horse of Moscow 
to pass through the walls of your 
Troy.

unnecessary roughness in dealing 
with strike disorders, Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, home secretary, to- 
day told the house of commons in 
answer to a series of questions. 

L. Haden Guest, a laborite, charg- 
ed that police and special constables 
had entered a public house in the 
working district of Southwark and 
had clubbed workingmen who were 
playing cards. He also asserted that 
they had chased women and chil- 
dren without cause and had broken 
a house open and had ordered the 
occupants to the street in order. to 
beat them. ' 

Secretary Joynson-Hicks denied 
the allegation and declared that 
the Southwark district was notori- 
ously rough, many lorry drivers had 
been assaulted there, lorries over- 
turned and burned and motor vans 
loaded with workers stopped. 

Asked ‘whether a policy of re- 
prisals has been adopted by the 
government, he replied ‘certainly 
not.”’ 


Gazette Circulation 


Soon to Be 1,000,000 


London, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
The British Gazette, strike organ 
of the government, expects that 
shortly its circulation will exceed 
1,000,000 daily and that it will be 
available regularly in all parts of 
the country. Last Saturday 836.- 
000 copies were run off the press. 

A large part of the issues are be- 
ing sent by airplane to the remoter 
part of the country and the remain- 
der is being transported by motor 
cars.

THE FARM-RELIEF DEBATE. 


The fallacy and folly of the Haugen bill can | 


uot survive exposure. The debate in the House 


has revealed that the bill is a mere Treasury 


grab for the alleged benefit of the farmers and | 


at the expense of all other classes of Americans. 
It is also shown, however, that the bill would 
not relieve agriculture of its difficulties, but 


would aggravate the situation and make the | 


farmer’s lot worse than before. The govern- 
ment would become involved in the absurd at- 
tempt to establish values, something that can 
not be done by law or governmental adminis- 
tration. 

The $375,000,000 which the Haugen Dill 
would take from the Treasury would have to be 
replaced by taxes reimposed upon the people. 
Government ‘“‘economy” would become a joke 
if the Haugen bill should become law. Every 
vote cast for the Haugen bill is a vote against 
economy in government and in favor of higher 
taxes. 

Some of the apologists of-the Haugen bill 
are trying to excuse it on the ground that it is 
no more of a subsidy than the tariff law. ‘They 
allege that manufacturers are subsidized by the 
tariff. 

If manufacturers are subsidized by the tariff, 
so are farmers, since agriculture is even more 
fully protected than manufacturing. But the 
tariff is not a subsidy to either. It is a preser- 
vation of the American market for Americans 
without regard to their business. A subsidy is 
a grant to a particular clase or industry. The 
tariff takes no money from the Treasury, but, 
on the contrary is a source of revenue. 

The farmers ought to have a greater pro- 
portion of the proceeds of their products. It is 
said that they sell for $7,500,000,000 what the 
consumer buys for $22,000,000,000. These fig- 
ures are guesswork, of course, but they will 
serve to show that there is a great discrepancy 
between the producer’s price and what the 
consumer pays. The tariff has nothing to do 
with this. The fault lies in the failure of the 
producers to cooperate in distributing and mar- 
keting. The producers are fully protected by 
the tariff. They have the entire United States 
in which to do business without fear of outside 
competition. 

Only a small part of the farm production of 
ths United States is a surplus, and proper co- 


‘operation among the farmers would climinate 


even this small item. There is no more rea- 
son for wasteful overproduction im agriculture 
than in manufacturing. Foresight and coop- 
eration are needed in both industries. The live 
stock and corn growers should work closely 
together instead of producing independently 
and without knowledge of each other’s activi- 
ties. 

The government can and should assist in 
bringing about cooperation in agriculture. It 
can not do much while the farmers themselves 
are reluctant to get together. The plain truth 
is that many farmers are not entirely disposed 
to abide by the necessary restrictions that make 
cooperation successful. Too many farmers 
stand ready to plant big crops of corn or any- 
thing else if they think other farmers have 
been induced to cut down acreage for the sake 
of preventing a surplus. The hope of immedi- 
ute high prices in a hungry market is too much 
of a temptation. This fact has been estab- 
lished many times in cotton-gowing areas.

| the local police inspector that he found no food 


in their house and that the children had noth- 
ing to eat, the presiding magistrate gave them 
a suspended sentence, and a subscription, to 
which magistrate and police alike contributed, 
was taken up for the distressed families. 

There are, however, sinister aspects enough 
to the situation. The rioting and looting at 
Glasgow and Hull and the disorders at Dept- 
ford and Newcastle-on-Tyne are but a foretaste 
of what may be expected should the strike be 
prolonged and the pinch of hunger be felt by 
large numbers. It is significant that the Com- 
munist Internationale and the Red Trade Union 
Internationale at Moscow have combined in 
asking aid from all sections of their organiza- 
tions in distant lands for the British strikers, 
and have expressed the opinion that the strike 
must result in the unmistakable bolshevization 
of the advance guard of the British proletariat, 
and that the ideas of Lenin will henceforth 
permeate the British workers with greater ease 
and rapidity than heretofore. 

The appeals from the churches and church- 
men, as well as from other persons of standing 
and position, for a settlement based on the 
withdrawal of the strike notice by the council 
of the Trades Union congress and of the lock- 
out notices of the coal operators seem to indi- 
cate a feasible path to peace. Should, however, 
these appeals and other friendly and well- 
meant suggestions fall on deaf ears, it is evi- 
dent that bad work will be speedily afoot, 
which will require a rule of blood and iron to 
put it down.

THE SITUATION IN FRANCE. 

While Great Britain is struggling with a 
gigantic strike, France also is passing through 
a most trying time. It is reported that the 
people are making money, but the money is 
worth little. It is losing in value steadily. 

French prosperity is the prosperity of fever- 
ish inflation, such as existed in Germany dur- 
ing 1920 and 1921, when it required a wagon- 
load of marks to buy a cup of coffee. 

The hard lesson of currency inflation does 
not seem to be easily learned, Even now, in 
our own Jand, there are citizens and even pub- 
lic officials who believe that the farmer's 
troubles can be cured by the issue of govern- 


ment paper money to any amount needed by 


the people. 

The farmer’s dollar, the wage-earner’s dol- 
lar and the manufacturer’s dollar will not buy 
as much as in 1913 or 1914. This is due pri- 
marily to currency inflation induced by war ne- 
cessities. : 

It required fourteen years for the United 
States to recover from currency inflation dur- 
ing the civil war. It has been only eight years 
since the close of the world war. It may re- 
quire eight more of hard experience to get the 
dollar of the farmer, the laborer or the manu- 
facturer back to anything like the level of the 
dollar of 1913 or 1914. 

Germany suffered from currency inflation 
until the mark was worth nothing: yet many 
persons believed that program would be the 
making of Germany.

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VOTING BY MACHINES. 

The voters of New York city next Novem- 
ber for the first time will use voting machines 
in every precinct. Last fall a few machines 
were tried out as an experiment, and the re- 
sult was so successful that Mrs. Florence E. S. 


| Knapp, secretary of state, let a contract for 


the purchase of machines to be used in all the 
voting booths of the city. These machines cost 
$845.65 each, but Mrs. Knapp asserts they 
will save more than $350,000 a year. Tam- 
many opposed the installation of voting ma- 
chines, but nevertheless many of the organiza- 
tion’s leaders had to admit after they saw them 
in operation that they were a good thing. 

In commenting on machine voting, the sec- 
retary of state said: ‘‘It may be said that the 
machines are ‘fool-proof,’ and that the equip- 
ment assures an honest vote. It is estimated 
that the machines will have paid for them- 
selves within a period of seven years, that they 
will earn for the city of New York no less 
than $350,000 at every election. This esti- 
mated saving is based upon the assumption 
that New York will be redistricted in the same 
manner that other cities have been, which 
means that 500 of the existing election dis- 
tricts will very likely be eliminated. If this is 
done it will result in a very marked reduction 
in the number of clerks necessary, as well as 
the elimination of a larger part of ballots and 
other election supplies required under existing 
conditions. It is also a fact that the voting 
machine has virtually done away with the ex- 
pense attendant upon long and extended elec- 
tion contests.’’ : 

If Mrs. Knapp’s hopes are realized, and there 
is every reason to expect they will be, the re- 
turns from New York city election night will 
be the first to be flashed over the wires.

his proposed New York-Paris non- 
stop flight in August wiil be but a 
| step to something higher. If he suc- 


| ceeds in the trans-Atlantic flight, he 

| will attempt to fly over the unex- 
 olonhd regions ot the Himalaya 
mountains, the “ceiling of the 
world,” he told the Associated Press 
today. 


“T hope to make this flight over 
the Himalayas next winter,” he 
said. “I shall fly over Mount Ever- 
est, and the other magnificent moun- 
tains, for the first time, and make 
valuable observations of this almost 
unknown région.” 

Byrd's flight over the pole was “a 
splendid thing,’ said Fonck, but add- 
ed that he had never wanted to fly 
in the arctic. 

“The polar regions do not interest 
me,’ he declared. Plans for his 
exploratory flight, fraught with its 
many dangers, because of the un- 
mapped sections and the lack of 
| landing fields, hinge, however, upon

“T have entered the contest for

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PENAL CHIEF, HOUSE GROUP 
DISPUTE BLAME FOR FLURRY

Mr. Gibson declared he consid- 
ered this “absolutely inhuman.” 

“T have never known prisoners 
to be shackled, at least in the 
North, said Mr. Gibson. 

The superintendent asked what 
could be done with prisoners who 
escaped. He asserted that he had 
studied methods in use at other 
institutions; that he had given 
labored thought to the subject, and 
he knew of nothing else to do, He 
explained that his institution is not 
surrounded by a wall. 

Without saying so in so many 
words the superintendent sought to 
convey the impression that the sub- 
committee had left him a serious 
situation to deal with, the prisoners 
acting unruly all day Sunday. 

His chief grievance was that 
when Blanton ran across the man 
on whose legs the shackles had 
rubbed sores, he had exclaimed: 
“This is infamous” in the presence 


of the other prisoners. Mr. Blan- 
ton referred to the prisoner as a 
‘‘boy”’’ and a “‘war veteran.”’ 

Mr. Barnard asserted that the 
“boy’’ was a 30-year-old colored 
man who “has escaped five times.” 


Chains Are Riveted On. 


“‘He has even cut the bars of his 
cell,”’ said the superintendent. 
“How am Ito hold him? And how 
can I get any discipline when you 
say what you did in his presence. 
That’s what made me sore.”’ 

Another thing that added to his 
temper was the fact that he had 
been out chasing two runaways all 
day, Mr. Barnard said, ‘‘and then 


. when I come in I found you hob- 


nobbing with the very same kind of 
men. That’s the reason I ex- 
ploded.’”’ 

It was developed that one man 
has been in chains 24 hours a day 
for 69 days. The chains are riveted 
on in a blacksmith shop, it was 
agreed. The prisoners break lock 
chains, the superintendent said. 
He said when a man was placed in 
chains he was kept there until the 
authorities were convinced that he 
would not again attempt to escape. 


Some Handcuffed to Pole. 


It was also developed that some 
recalcitrants are handcuffed to a 
pole. Mr. Barnard said this form 
of punishment does not last more 
than two or three hours. 

Mr. Blanton criticized the food 
given the prisoners, or rather what 
the prisoners told him they received, 
and also said the committee had 
found one boy with only two thin 
blankets on which to sleep. The 
superintendent said he had never 
received any complaints against the 
food and that he did not know of 
any instance of scarce bed clothing. 
It may have been that the boy tore 
up his bed clothing, he pointed out. 

After the committee and the 
superintendent had gotten on 
smooth ground, Mr. Gibson explain- 
ed that the committee was not out 


to censure him, but was studying | 


matters with a view to recommend- 
ing remedial legislation if it was 
found necessary. He asked the 
superintendent for any suggestions 
he had to make, and he replied 
promptly that he could use more 
money. 


Questioned as to Purchases. 


Sheng \that The Post’s Classified Ad Pages 
Mr. Gibson asked him where the} 
institution purchased the bulk of ' 


its hardware suppligs. The super- 


intendent said that he would have 


to look at his records. 

“Is not it a fact that most of 
them are purchased from the firm 
of Rudolph & West,’ Mr. Gibson 
asked. 

“IT think not,’’ replied the super- 


intendent. Commissioner Cuno H. 
Rudolph has testified as to his con- 
nections with the firm of Rudolph 
& West. 

Warm tribute was paid by. the 
committee members to Engineer 
Commissioner Bell, who gave a 
comprehensive description of the 
work in his department. Repre- 
sentative Gilbert, of Kentucky, who 
measures his words, had a good 
word for him. Mr. Blanton said he 
thought the engineer commissioner 
had not been quite as zealous as 
he would like in regard to public 
utilities, but he had a high respect 
for him and ‘‘wished they were all 
like you.’”’ 

Col. I. C. Moeller, assistant traffic 
director, described the workings of 
his office. 


Mutilation Charged. 


W. F. Clark, a national represen- 
tative of the D. A. V., gave testli- 
mony bearing on the attack in the 
House last week on Mr. Blanton by 
Representative Luce, of Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Luce said the Texan had 
grabbed at rumors and spread 
them, citing as an instance the 
charge that bodies had been muti- 
lated at St. Elizabeths hospital. It 
was Mr. Luce’s contention that the 
specific instance which Mr. Blanton 
charged had been proven false. 

Mr. Clark read a letter he had 
written to his superior officers last 
October, complaining fiat the body 
of George E. Smith had been “in 
fact, mutilated.”” This was the 
body which one representative of 
the veterans’ bureau had testified 
nauseated him when he saw it in 
an undertaking establishment. 

The day was a complete void 
in so far as Commissioner Fenning’s 
case is concerned; noteworthy so, 
in that it was the first day since 
the commissioner came under fire 
more than a month ago, that he 
was not the center of District 
activity at the Capitol. 


Course Not Determincd. 


There were indications yesterday 
that the judiciary committee has 
not determined definitely whether it 
will proceed against the commis- 
sioner with a view to impeaching 
him or of recommending to the 
House that it advise the President 
to remove him from office. 

The resolution which the House 
adopted authorizing the committee 
to proceed with an investigation was 
amended to eliminate any reference 
to “impeachment.”’ Should the com- 
mittee decide today, however, that 
it should proceed on the impeach- 
ment theory, the amended wording 
of the resolution will not prohibit 
it from doing so, it was pointed out. 

There will also be a resumption 


of hearings by the House veterans | 


committee on local war veterans’ 
guardianship legislation. Director 
Hines, of the veterans’ bureau, who 
has disapproved ‘‘wholesale”’ guar- 
dianship practice, is expected to ap- 
pear again with his recommendation 
that every guardian be limited to 
five wards in the form of a bill.

The women’s bureau advisory 
committee of Department of Labor 
will continue its inquiry into ef- 
fects of special ‘legislation cover- 
ing employment of women in Indus- 
try, it was made known yesterday, 
despite the fact that three of its 
number withdrew. Three members 
who are still numbered in the com- 
mittee are members of the National 
Woman’s party. 

Mrs. Sara Conboy, representing 
Organized women's labor; Miss Ma- 
bel Wood Park, of the National 
League of Women Voters, and Miss 
Mabel Leslie, of the National Wom- 
en’s Trade union, resigned from the 
committee Sunday, charging that 
the National Woman’s party was at- 
tempting to use a Federal bureau 
for its own public forum to pre- 
vent expert study of legislation gov - 
erning the employing of women. 

As a result of the resignations. 
Miss Mary Anderson, director of the 
bureau, canceled the meeting of the 
committee scheduled for tomorrow.

Miss Anderson’s Stand. 


With the committee thus split 
Miss Anderson said yesterday: 

‘“‘We are now faced with the fact 
that half of the committee refuses 
to serve with the other half. After 
the failure of constant attempts on 
our part to get the committee work- 
ing as a whole to give constructive 
assistance on this investigation the 
only alternative we have now is to 
discontinue the meeting.”’ 

This committee had met four 
times to discuss the outline and 
plans of the investigation with a 
committee of technical experts, 
who indorsed the method by which 
the women’s bureau will collect 
facts to show the effects of special 
legislation on women’s employment 
in industry. 

‘“‘We are delighted that the rep- 
resentatives of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and allied groups 
which have opposed equa! rights 
for women in industry have been 
withdrawn from the advisory com- 
mittee,’’ Miss Paul said. ‘The 
bureau will now undoubtedly serve 
a more useful purpose.”’ 


A. F. of L. Is Oriticized. 


The National Woman's Party 
members charged that the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor excludes 
women from certain unions, makes 
no attempts to secure for them 
equal pay for equal work and makes 
no effective effort to organize 
women. The party, on the other 
hand, claims that it is one group 
in this country which stands for 
giving the working woman the 
same chance in industry as the 
working man. 

Retaliating, William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, said: 

“For several years the National 
Woman’s Party has advocated an 
equal rights amendment to the 
United States Constitution. The 
American Federation of Labor sees 
in this an attempt to break down 
all the laws which have been placed 
around women to protect the poten- 
tial mothers of the race.’’ 

Mrs. Conboy, in explaining the 
situation to Mr. Green, charged that 
the committee can not conserve in- 
structive purposes and the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor can not 
agree to the Nationa Woman's 
Party demands, which would 
jeopardize working women's posi- 
tions. | 

“The National Woman's Party in- 
sisted on public hearings, while the 
representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor favored a 
scientific investigation,’’ she said.
